BROOM (Moonlight)—An upright, com- 
pact, dense shrub, covered with yellow 
flowers in early spring. 18-24 inch—

CULTURE—Roses grow best in a rich 
garden loam deeply dug and enriched 
with well-rotted cow-manure or bone- 
meal. On receiving the plants, open the 
bundle and immerse the roots in a pail of 
water. Dig a hole sufficiently large to 
accommodate the roots, and pour a half 
pail of water into the hole; in filling. 
shake the plant lightly so that the soil 
may fall evenly all around the roots. 
Firm the soil well around the plant. 
Bush Roses can be set 1!4 feet apart, 
climbing varieties from 4 to 6 feet apart. 
In late November, draw the soil up 
against the plant in the same manner as 
you would hill up potatoes and in 
December, when the ground is thoroughly 
frozen, cover with leaves, salt hay, or 
straw.
